“hayes been ‘a. verdict, that we are now 
tempted to think the local modifications of 
English law, as embodied in Ordinance 
No. 17 of 1888, wre no great hardship, .

His functions 
have been, since the 9th June, 1888, fulfilled 


by a magistrate or magistrates, These 


{ gentlemen have the discretionary powers 


enjoyed by the Coroner at Home. In the 
presence of an official or professional report 
with which they feel satisfied, they may rale 
that an inquest is not necessary. They may 
evon hold an inquiry without summoning a 
jury at all. In ona respect, Hougkong is a 
Jong way ahead of the old country. In 
section six of the ordinance referred to, it is 
left to bie discretion to dispense with or in- 
sist upon the dismal and often unwise for- 
mality of “viewing the body.” Recently 
there hus been an influential tgitation at 
Home 'o bring .abuut. some amelioration of 
that requirement, and it is anticipated, or 
was recently, that an amendment making 
the practice akin to the American one (of 
the coroner only having view) would. be 
obtained.’

® time to enable a correct estimate of its 
ultimate yalue to be formed. At present there 
aro five steamers engaged in it, three belonging 
to the three companies and two under charter. 
To replace the latter jt is in contemplation to 
build two suitable boats later on should the 
trad ‘seem to warrant such a step._As stated 
in the report. we have acquired jointly with 
the China Navigation Company another vilu- 
able riverside property at Canton close te our 
wharves. When the bunding scheme now in 
Progross is carried out wo expect to be able to 
utilis these propertivs to the advuntago of the 
Company ; meanwhile, the tenements are let ut 
rentals which ensure a moderate interest on the 
cost. . With regard to our investmonts, they all 
stand upon a perfectly sound basis, the shares 
at rates well within their market value and 
tho mortgages with umple margins for the sams 
advanced. Several large mortgages were paid 
off at theend of the half-yoar, and this accounts 
for the falling-off under thet heading, but the 
greater part of tho money was re-invested upon 
favourable terms early in the current half-year.

5. 1f such a Regulation could be ‘enforced, it 
would not only do this, but ‘put ‘both foreigner 
and Chinese to an immense amount of unneces- 
sary trouble and expanse, as-the Regulation 
would entail ull contracts being previously 
registered at the foreign contractors’ Consulate. 
The expense attached to the Chinese side, not 
to speak of endless deluys, does not need to ba 
dwell on. Those who know China can estimate 
it readily for themselves, The nst result would 
be—no contracts, 

6. The contention that the Regulation would 
avert misunderstanding does not hold water, 
for the simple reason that all contracts of any 
importance are already written in Chinoso, and 
very carefully read by the Chinese parties to 
the contracts, and. so far as I know, though 
the excuse may be sometimes put forward, as it 
occasionally is even in foreigu Courts, that the. 
conditions have heen * misunderstood,” no non- 
fulfilment of contract has heen allowed on a 
Proven case of “ not beings understood.” The 
point is one of those tine subdivisions of 
rascality which may crop up in connection with 
law suits in any country. and does not consti-

But in 
the meantime the country is being bled, aud 
the reason for the excessive taxation is un- 
doudtedly tho * Necessity of fighting and oust- 
ing the accursed foreigner,” or of resisting 
the ‘ever-incrusing foreign demands ; thereby 
reviving all the Intent and ever-inflummable 
hostility of prejudice. In course of time the
